Although r Lenroot, Re- 
publican, Wisconsin, declared to- 
night that no move had been made 
to invoke cloture, it ts said the 
World Court proponents ard seri- 
ously considering the advisability 
of attempting to force the resolu- 
tion through in the next two or 
three days before the tax bill is 
reported to the Senate. 
Sanction of this plan by Pres- 
dent Coolidge is claimed on the 
strength of a White Houre state- 
ment last week that the President 
believes the World Court measure 
should be dtsposen of before the 
tax bill ls considered. 


Getting wind of what is afoot 
m the other camp, Senator Borah, 
Dran, Idaho, and “Other op- 
ponents of the resolution to put the 
nation inte the World Court, held 
a counctl of war. They mapped 
out their program of speocches 
against the court for the coming 
week and emerged from the con- 
ference asserting that they are 
ready to fight to the last ditch. 
To invoke cioture it is necessary 
to obtain sixteen signatures to a 
petition to close ehbate, after 
which the adoption of the cloture 
resolution requires a two-thirds 
vote. 

The sixteen petition signatures 
can be procured easily, but ‘the 
proposition of getting two-thirds 
of the Senators voting to support 
an order to close debate has giv- 
en the World Court forces pause. 
There is little doubt that it the 
World Court resolution were to be 
voted on now it would be adopted 
by the required two-thirds of the 
Senate. 

There are, it appears, certain 
Republican Senators who will vote 
for the court against their per- 
sonal convictions because the Presi. 
dent desires it and the move is in- 
dorsed by the Republican party. 
Nut it also has developed, accord- 
ing to observers, that these same 
Senators cannot be definitely covnt- 
ed upon in case the cloture is 
forced to a showdown.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—The Italian- 
British negotiations suddenly took 
a more favorable turn today. Count 
Volpi and Chancellor Churchill, 
meeting in a country house near 
London, have arrived at a tenta- 
tive agreement, which has been re- 
ferred by telegram to Premier 
| Mussolini for his approval. 
| The British accept the principle 
of the debt settlement on the 
tame lines as the American set 
tlement. Thid means the Italians 
must agree to pay the total sum in 
the same proportion to the Brit- 
ieh debt as t sum which they 
agreed to pay in America bears to 
the American debt, with the fol- 
lowing differences: 

The Italian payments to Amer- 
ica are small during the first year, 
| increasing later, while payments to 
| Britain are to be larger the first 
year, decreasing later. 

This is a concession to Britain's 
urgent need for money to balance 
the budgets for the next few years.
